Lon Ion, Jan, 13.--T hough m any s tir­ 
ring scenes have m arked the d ep artu re 
of B ritish troops for the fro n t during 
recent m onths, today's 
o u tb u rst 
of 
patriotism , th© occasion being the s ta rt­ 
ing of the London volunteers, was qu ite 
unprecedented sinew the jubilee 
It is 
the fir*! tim e in history th at the m ove­ 
m ent of B ritish volunteers have been 
p erm itted t > serve side by sills w ith the 
regulars in real w arfare, and the people 
tu rn o ut by hundreds of thousands to 
fittingly close it. 
C row ds began to throng the route be­ 
fore.daw n and increasing to such pro­ 
portions th a t a d etach m en t of the Lord 
M ayor s Ow n w ere engulfed a t various 
stages of the m arch. 
T he ranks were 
broken and the troops a t tim es w ere a l­ 
m ost lost sig h t o f in the ch eerin g ,sh o u t­ 
ing and singing mob. 
E very now and 
then a h a lt had to lie m ade in order to 
reform the ranks, b u t only to be again 
broken, as the police w ere u tte rly u n ­ 
able to stem the excited, cheering m ass 
of people, w hich again and again broke 
through all obstructions. H andshakings 
and einbrscings w ere so e x u b eran t th a t 
the original sm artness of the volunteers 
w as speedily im paired, m any uniform s 
being tom . 
B ut the troops finally m an ­ 
aged to stru g g le through to the M ansion 
holist*. 
On the balcony of th a t building w as 
lord rn a Tor, A. J. N ew ton, Lady M ayor­ 
ess, councillors and others w ho had 
aw aited the arriv al of the volunteers 
and w itnessed them a ctu ally fighting 
th eir w ay th ro u g h the dense crow ds, as­ 
sisted by m ale friends, iinpeded by cling­ 
ing women. 
W hen the force finally re­ 
form ed, th e lord m ayor attem p ted to 
m ake a speech b u t found it impossible, 
the din sim ply deafening and the chief 
m ag istrate had to be content to indicate 
his good w ishes by sm iles and gestures, 
w hile the volunteers greeted him w ith 
cheers and w aving th eir h ats on their 
raised rifles. 
There w as an o th er herculean effort of 
the police an d the d etachm ent to resum e 
the m arch to th e accom panim ent of 
pushing, scream ing, cheering and sing­ 
ing. 
F in ally the colum n reached Elm s 
station, bearing num berless traces of j a 
difficult m arch.

The lord m ayor, sheriffs and conn- I 
cillors, accom panied by m any ladies 
took an o th er special train for South­ 
am pton to bid farew ell to volunteers 
w ho boarded the tran sp o rt B ritain.
